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Pension crisis brings 
eall for court battle 


Council told legal challenge is ‘unrealistic’

LBANY — The committee 

studying Albany’s pension 

problems was urged last week 
to challenge a 14-year-old court deci- 
sion which has forced the city to pay 
out far more in pension benefits than 
its pension fund can support. 

James Cleveland, in a presentation 
to the Pension Advisory Committee 
last Thursday, traced Albany’s pen- 
sion troubles to the Newhouser deci- 
sion of 1969. 

The chief effect of that ruling was 
to tie pension payments to salaries of 
current employees holding the same 
rank, rather than actual salaries at the 
time of retirement. 

Since salaries have risen steadily 
with inflation, pensioners as a result 
may receive substantially more than 
they earned as salaried city employ- 
ees. 

Cleveland, a Standard Oil chemist 
who said his analysis of the city’s 
pension problems had caused him 
three sleepless nights, declared that 
the Superior Court ruling — upheld 
by a state Court of Appeals and never 
appealed further — had “imposed an 
impossible obligation on the city.” 

Suggesting the courts could not 
have foreseen the economic conse- 
quences of their action, Cleveland 
said, “A court got us into this prob- 
lem and only a court will get us out. 


Cancer 
not linked 
to county 

industry

major state study has conclud- 

ed that cigaretté smoking, not 

industrial pollution, is the pri- 
mary cause of the high incidence of 
lung cancer in the industrial sections 
of Contra Costa County. 

“We found no: relationship be- 
tween ambient air pollution and lung 
cancer,” Dr. Donald Austin, director 
of the study, said Friday. 

Austin is chief of the Resource for 
Cancer Epidemiology of the state 
Department of Health Services. He 
headed the study, which has been 
under way about five years and cost 
about $700,000. The final part is ex- 
pected to be completed in July. 

El Cerrito Mayor Jean Siri, a long- 
time critic of local oil refineries, 
challenged the study’s conclusions. 

Siri said a Los Angeles study, using 
the same approach, contradicted 
Austin’s. findings. She also said that 
Austin, by concentrating on present 
emissions, might have overlooked the 
effects of older emissions. 

Pollution laws have greatly reduced 
the amount of emissions in recent 
years. Many of the approximately 800 
people studied have worked in indus- 
trial Contra Costa for decades and 
therefore were exposed to the heavier 
emissions. 

Michael Belliveau, research associ- 
ate with Citizens for a Better En- 
vironment, a San Francisco-based 
group that has been critical of the 
study, said its conclusions were “‘not 
surprising.” 

Belliveau said the ‘‘study doesn’t 
lend credence to industry’s belief that 
there is no connection beteewn toxic 
air pollution and cancer.” 


He called the study “limited” be- 
cause it ‘only looked at a small por- 
tion of the pollutants that are found 
in the urban atmosphere.” 

“Is smoking killing the workers?” 
Belliveau asked, ‘‘or is working kill- 
ing the smokers? That question hasn’t 
really been answered.”

Couneil: time 
for a raise?

LBANY — Are Albany City 

Council members entitled to a 

raise after half a century with- 
out a cost-of-living increase” 

The council recently contemplated 
the idea of a City Charter amendment 
providing more compensation than 
the amount set in 1927. Currently 
each council member gets $5 a week 
and a maximum of $25 a month — 
contingent on their attendance at 
weekly council meetings. 

However, members also are enti- 
tled to the fringe benefit of inclusion 
in a city employees’ health plan, 

Mayor Ruth Ganong proposed the 
idea of a raise during a discussion 


with the city’s Charter Review Com- 
mittee. The committee, after com- 
pleting reviews of civil service and 
pension matters, had asked the 
council for direction on where to 
concentrate its efforts now 

Vice Mayor William Johns argued 
that an increase in council pay might 
encourage people who otherwise 
could not afford to spend time on city 
affairs to run for office. “We put a 
bias in our system in favor of rich 
people,” he said. 

Johns also suggested that council 
members who are insured by their 
own employers dnd have no use for 
the health plan benefit should be of- 
fered the option of more money.
